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The Decay of Moist Wood Pulp.

How to preserve wood pulp in a moist 
state is a problem which has been the sub- 
ject of much discussion and many investiga- 
tions by men interested in the industry, but 
so far it has not been successfully solved. 
A more than usually interesting essay on 
the subject—the result of a’ most thorough 
investigation—is being published by Dr. 
Paul Klemm, of Leipsic, in the Papier 
Zettung, and there is herewith presented a 
translation of it. After a short introduction 
Dr. Klemm says : 

My connection with the paper industry 
of the country, and the recent offer by the 
Association of German Wood-Pulp Manu- 
facturers of a prize for the discovery of a 
method of successfully preserving wood 
pulp in a moist state, have given me the op- 
portunity to contribute to the solution of 
the problem, availing myself for the pur- 
pose of the means which the experience of 
former investigators and scientific methods 
of research afford us. 

It is possible that a lucky hit may lead to 
the discovery of a really reliable and effect- 
ive method, but the chances for this are 
slight. Then there remains only one way, 
which, although often laborious, requiring 
much time, patience and energy, in the 
end has invariably led to success ; namely 
to consult nature itself, to study the case, 
and to experiments along proper lines. 
These experiments must first of all have 
the object of gaining as exact a knowledge 
as possible of the organisms which cause 
the decay or destruction, and of the con- 
ditions under which these organisms can 
exist and thrive. The more accurate our 
knowledge of these matters the better will 
be our chances of determining reliable and 
effective means for preventing the d2- 
velopment of the destructive agents. 

It will then be our task to select from 
among these effective means those which 
are of sufficiently easy practical application, 
for it is clear that the use of some perhaps 
very effectual remedies might not be prac- 
ticable for some reason or other. 

The principal aim of this essay is to dis- 
cuss the organisms which are apt to de- 
velop in wood pulp, and particularly those 
which contribute to its destruction, as well 
as to make known what I have been able 
to ascertain so far regarding the propaga- 
tion and dissemination of the germs—very 
important factors in the case. In regard 
to the conditions under which these germs 
can exist, and the means for removing 
them, I shall for the present merely dis- 
cuss on general lines the direction in which 
the means for successfully combating the 
evil must be looked for. A full publication 
of the details does not at this time seem ad- 
missible under my arrangements with the 
Association of German Wood Pulp Manu- 
facturers. 

The beginning of the decay or deteriora- 
tion of moist wood pulp consists usrally in 
the formation of dark spots. which gradu- 
ally grow in circumference. As the de- 


struction progresses other spots appear— 
green, violet, brown, yellow and some of

as if made with soot. These stains, how- 
ever, are only superficial. The stuff itself 
will at these places be only of yellowish or 
brownish color, and sometimes not even 
that. 

All of these changes are the outward 
signs of a number of different processes, 
which are due in part to the destructive 
action of certain organisms, and in part also 
to purely chemical processes, Nor are all 
of the organisms which develop in wood 
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pulp.

organisms and that of the substances 


which cause the reaction mentioned. 
Although such pulp may have an un- 
favorable effect on the color of the paper, 
it will at least not cause absolute stains ; 
that such gray pulp does not find a very 
ready market and sells at lower prices than 
the white product goes without saying. 
The variegated spots are also very dis- 
agreeable, especially as their presence in- 
dicates that the pulp is either already 
mouldy or inclined that way, but the de- 
velopment of such spots in the pulp is a 
proof of very abnormal conditions or gross 
carelessness as regards the selection of the 
wood and cleanliness in production. The 
cause of the trouble is in this case a whole 
series of funguses, the ordinary green 
mould (penicillium glaucum), green head 
mould (aspergillus glaucus), also mildew and 
kindred kinds of mucous films; even the 
so-called yeast plant (saccharomyces cere- 
visie:) and bacteria finally make their ap- 


pearance.

Aside from those organisms, the presence 
of which is easily detected because they 
are either colored themselves or because 
they produce coloring matters in their sur- 
roundings, there ‘are others in wood pulp 
which are colorless, and therefore easily 
escape observation with the naked eye. The 
importance of these funguses is by no means 
to be underestimated, however, because 
their development is apt to greatly impair 
the quality and strength of the pulp, so 
that the paper produced from it is very brit- 


The most destructive are the dark brown- 
ish or greenish-black funguses, which, per- 
meating the stuff completely, appear as 
rather clearly defined dark spots or gray 
clouds. They are most to be feared be- 
cause they cause stains in the paper which 
cannot be obliterated, and if they are at all 
plentiful they also impair the strength of 
These organisms deserve, 
They 
possess, moreover, great power of resis- 
tance, and they will continue to propagate 
under conditions which mean absolute 


An ugly bluish-gray discoloration of the 
pulp is often observed to take place very 
quickly, but this is due mostly to the influence 
of the water used in its manufacture, and 
not at all, or only in a subordinate degree, 
to the action or presence of organisms. 
This discoloration is a ferric reaction ; 1t is 
caused by iron salts contained in solution in 
the water, which combine with the tannic 
acid which is invariably present in wood, 
producing a black coloring matter—the 
same reaction, in fact, on which the pro- 
duction of some inks is based. The reaction 
need not necessarily take place at once in 
It will be asked why it is 
that at places where the boards lie very 
closely upon each other there is no change 
in color, leaving white spots on a gray 
ground? The explanation is that the tan- 
nic acid of the wood reacts only with ferric 
salts, and not with ferroussalts. The ferric 
salts, however, are readily transformed into 
ferrous salts by the action of the air, and 
this explains why at places from which the 
air is excluded no reaction, with its conse-

fact that the water which is 
drawn to the places where the most evap- 
oration takes place invariably carries some 
iron in solution with it, so that at those 
places, where the free access of air more- 
over favors the reaction, the iron accumu- 
lates. While such board may also contain 
micro-organisms, this is by no means nec- 
essarily the case, so that there is no actual

Fismes and Besangon, France, wood-pulp 
silk goods have been made successfully, It 
is stated that the mill recently started in 
Sprietenbach, Switzerland, for manufactur- 
ing silk cloths from woodand paper pulp is 
disposing of its products profitably in for- 
eign and American markets. There may 
not be “ millions in it,” but as a very good 
imitation of genuine silk fabric can be 
made from wood pulp at about one-third 
the cost of the product of the silkworm 
there is evidently money in the business. 
Possibly some of our American paper and 
pulp mantfacturers may think it worth their 
while to operate an artificial-silk depart- 
ment in connection with their regular lines. 


At Lewiston, Me., steps have been taken 
toward the establishment of a plant in the 
old Lewiston paper mill for the manufac- 
ture of artificial silk from Maine spruce. 
At Paterson, N. J., experiments are in 
progress in several silk mills with the Char- 





An outfit could be put in at moderate cost, 
as the pulp is prepared in regular machines 
and the yarn could be twisted and woven 
in spinning and weaving mills near by. 

The Chardonnet method of making silk 

from wood pulp is patented and of course 
cannot be used, so a description would be 
of no service. But there are several other 
methods of making the pulp of wood, pa- 
per, cotton, etc., into yarns for silks, and 
the following is one of the newest. It is 
not ‘patented. White woods are preferable. 
As the processes of making these woods 
into pulp, bleaching the stock and prepar- 
ing it for shaping it into individual strands 
are well known to paper manufacturers a 
detailed account is unnecessary. The pulp 
should be free from specks, and freedom 
from acids assured by alternate rinsing in 
cold water and pressing in the hydraulic 
press. A bath in diluted alcohol will make 
the cleaning of the fibre more sure and re- 
move odors. As the pulp has to be pressed 
through very small openings in glass tubes 
a lubricant is advisable. This is foind by 
adding a solution of glycerme and olive oil 
in sufficient quantities to effect the desired 
end, All traces of these oils are removed 
in future operations. The use of glutinous 
matters, tallow, borax, chalk, carbonate of 
potash, etc., as was customary in wood-pulp 
silk making a year or two ago, is avoided. 
Instead, compounds are employed to prevent 
the silk from igniting readily, which is 
done by introducing into the pulp the ordi- 
nary acids used to render wood non-com- 
bustible, and which can be bought at the 
stores. Means are also taken to prevent 
the silk stock from going back to a pulp 
when wetted. The finishing processes 
effect this. Diagram 1 shows a section of 
the machine which would have to be built 
for reducing the pulp to separate strands. 
It consists of a number of cylinders, A, 
arranged in a row and entered at the top by 
pipes leading from the main pulp supply. 
The pulp is forced along by a very strong 
hydraulic pressure. It emerges from the 
cylinders through the bottom pipes and 
distributes itself in the extension C. The 
constant high pressure from above forces 
the pulp through the very fine holes in the 
glass tubes which are set in the extensions as 
shown. The rolls E are speeded to receive 
the strands without drawing them and the 
rings D are revolved by bands about 100 
times per minute, resulting in giving the 
strands of pulp a partial twist together. 
The individual strands are so fine that they 
cannot be handled singly, but when rolled 
together may be drawn around the guides 
F and wound upon the bobbins G, the 
latter being turned by bands running on 
the whirls H. The size of the thread 
required is governed by the number of 
strands drawn from the glass tubes and 
twisted together. When the bobbins Gare 
filled they are removed and empty ones 
put on. 

At this stage the yarns are crude. They 
must be twisted firmly into a thread, which 
can be done on a regular yarn-twisting ma- 
chine, such asis used in yarn mills. After 
this it will be noticed that the yarns are 
covered with fuzzy matter caused by pro- 
truding loose fibre, which can be scorched 
off in a device like that in Fig. 2, in which 
a combination burner forms the jets at F, 
through which the thread A is rapidly 
drawn. The thread enters the machine at 
the rolls B, these being wire covered so as 
to lift the fuzz. The thread passes out 
through rolls C, contacting with the re- 
volving felt ball.asitdoesso. The ball is 
turned by a belt on the pulley G and 
smooths the yarn, The yarns are now 
ready for'coloring or for bleaching or dye- 
inga pure white. These operations are 
familiar to manufacturers. The requisite 
silky gloss is obtainable by electro-gilding, 
electro-zincing, electro-plating, etc. An 
exceedingly thin aluminum surfacing has 
been tried with success. Fig. 3 is a draw- 
ing of an apparatus showing a way to 
apply a light nickel coating. Dissolve 
the nickel in nitro-muriatic acid for the

Promissory Notes of Partners.

If a person receives funds or property of 
a partnership of which he is a member he 
becomes indebted to the partnership, and 
not to the members thereof; and so, if one 
partner loans money to the partnership he 
becomes a creditor of the partnership, and 
not of the remaining members. In neither 
case could an action be maintained by or 
against the partnership. This is so, for 
the obvious reason that it is not permissi-_ 
ble for a-party to sue himself. It is also 
true, as a general rule, that until the ac- 
counts of the partners are finally adjusted, 
or until the affairs of the tirm are so far 
settled as that nothing remains to be done 
by it or its members except to ascertain the 
final state of the account between the part- 
ners, no action can be ma:ntained by one 
partner against the other in respect of par- 
ticular items of account pertaining to the 
partnership business. But there are excep- 
tions to this general rule, and a prominent 
one is where the sum sought to be re- 
covered is separated from the partnership 
account. 

So a partner may sue his associate at law 
upon a note or due bill given him on a 
partial settlement of the partnership affairs. 
The giving of a promissory note by one 
partner to another is an isolation of the 
demand in respect of which the note was 
given from the partnership affairs. 
An accounting and final settlement of the 
affairs of the partnership is not necessarily 
involved in such a suit, and the execution 
of the note is such an acknowledgment of 
elimination of the particular transaction “ 
from the general partnership account as 
that the maker will be prevented at law 
from questioning the holder's right of ac- 
tion thereon. 

There are authorities which hold that a 
promissory note given by one partner to 
another in settlement of particular trans- 
actions of a partnership, prior to the final 
settlement and adjustment of the general 
partnership affairs, will not support an 
action at law ; that the maker being under 
no legal or equitable obligation to pay that 
for which the note was given, it is therefore 
a mere mudum pactum or naked contract, 
and can have no greater force or effect 
than an express promise would have if 
made under like circumstances in any other 
form, Without attempting to distrnguish 
or criticise such cases, it is to be noted that 
in all of them the doctrine is maintained 
that it is sufficient, to defeat an ac- 
tion upon a note given by one partner to 
another, to answer that the note was based 
upon transactions touching the business in 
which the partners were engaged, and that 
no final accounting or settlement has been 
had, and that a mere showing of this state 
of affairs will defeat the action at law. This 
recognizes a sort of equitable plea which 
in effect bars the action. It is clear that an 
accounting between partners cannot be had 
at law, as its consideration is the peculiar 
province of equity, and a mere suggesting 
that an accounting is necessary ought not 
to defeat an action where the parties have 
by the giving and taking of a promissory 
note recognized that a right of action at 
law exists. If equitable reasons exist why 
a party should not pay his note in whole 
or in part, the remedy in equity is ample. 

At common law equity will enjoin pro- 
ceedings at law where an unfair advan- 
tage is about to be taken, and will proceed 
to administer all the relief which the par- 
ticular case requires. 

Therefore an action at law is maintain- 
able, in the absence of an injunction by a 
court of equity, by one partner against an- 
other upon a promissory note executed by the 
one to the other, involving particular items 
or transactions of the partnership business.

solution and digest this in calcined magne- 
sia, precipitating the nickel as an oxide. 
Then dissolve in cyanide of potassium and 
use ata temperature of about 136° Fahr. 
The positive electrode of the battery should 
be nickel and the negative copper, in a 
vessel charged with cyanide of potassium 
and set in a case of brick, A. Connections 
can be made at B and C as shown. 

A very slight deposit of nickel is suffi- 
cient, so the yarns need remain in the solu- 
tion but a few minutes. Buffeting on felt 
wheels finishes the yarns. In the next dia- 
gram are views of silk wood-pulp yarns. 

Of the yarns, A is a plain strand 
knopped with wool noll at intervals; B, 
two colors twisted; C, a clouded effect; 
D,a fancy twist, made by winding one 
strand over the others at uniform distances ; 
E, a bouclé effect, made by running the 
rolls intermittently on the yarn twister; F, 
a three-fold pattern ; G, three ends loosely 
twisted, and H, two ends linked. An infe- 
rior grade of wood-pulp silk can be made 
by treating the yarns direct from the twist- 
ing with a bath of sulphuric acid at 70° B.; 
then another bath of chloride of lime, fin- 
ishing in a solution of whites of eggs. The 
coating formed by the latter closely imi- 
tates silk.

MIAMI VALLEY. 
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DAYTON, Ohio, May 20, 1897. 

Nothing of a startling or sensational 
character has marked the condition of trade 
this week. Tradesmen are disposed to be 
patient and hope for the best. A slight im- 
provement is noted in novelty circles, berry 
buckets being in active demand. 

The Alpha Paper Company’s bag factory 
at Franklin, including building and ma- 
chinery, has been sold to W. S. Roof for 
$3,500. The sale was made by the assignee 
for William Michael, president of the Per- 
rine Paper Company. It is understood that 


the factory will be put in operation by Mr. 
Michael within a short time. 

Almost every member of the trade has 
probably read of the supposed wonderful 
invention of Grant Brambel, the telegraph 
operator of Sleepy Eye, Minn. It is 
stated that the patents of his steam turbine 
motor were purchased by an English syndi- 
cate for several millions of dollars. Later 
reports credit him with having received 
$1,600,000 therefrom. Be this as it may, 
Brambel has stirred up a breeze of sensation 
in manufacturing circles, whether there is 
any foundation of fact regarding his inven- 
tion or consequent revenue. 

Now comes the claim of a Dayton man, 
Capt. James Ritty, who says that he in- 
vented the same steam turbine about twenty 
years ago, and that George J. Roberts, 
proprietor of the Roberts machine shop, 
completed one of the turbines and that it 
was operated to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. 

Mr. Ritty has filed a caveat and the 
same now stands. This legal action will 
doubtless interfere with the use of the tur- 
bine, as it holds good usually for one 
year, and prompts a searching investiga- 
tion of the files of the Government Patent 
Office. The original inventor, as Mr. Ritty 
claims to be, may yet clear a cool million 
out of his idea. Captain Ritty isa genius 
—or rather has been one—in his lifetime, 
though he battled against odds. Many 
years ago he invented the cash register, 
which now ranks as one of the remarkable 
inventions of the nineteenth century. 

This device was manufactured by him in 
a small shop and finally passed into other 
hands. To-day Dayton has the largest cash 
register works in the world, occupying what 
is considered by many manufacturers over 
the country as the finest factory building 
in the world. The company has a capital 
of $1,500,000, and employs 1,500 workmen, 
as reported, as the sun rises and sets year 
in and year out. 

Captain Ritty is a hotel proprietor, but 
his business within recent years has not 
materiallyenriched him. Mr. Roberts, who 
is said to have made the turbine, is now 
the sole owner of a large machine estab- 
lishment and is a prominent and respected 
citizen. 


Gen. R. B. Cowefi, master appointed to 
fix the measure of damages for the loss of 
the lives of William J. and Elizabeth Aull, 
of this city, who were drowned by the sink- 
ing of the steamer Longfellow at Cin- 
cinnati in March, 1895, has filed his report. 
He finds damages for the administrator of 
Mr. Aull in the sum of $20,000, and for Mrs. 
Aull’s administrator in the sum of $10,000. 
The case will now be heard in the United 
States Circuit Court as to the legal lia- 
bility of the Memphis and Cincinnati Packet 
Company. 

The late W. J. Aull was one of the best 
known men in the paper trade and his 
death was universally mourned. His body 
was never recovered. 

It is observed that Frank N. Aull, of the 
Aull Brothers Paper Company, has filed his 
account as guardian of the late William J. 
Aull’s children. The same shows receipts 
aggregating nearly $40,000 and disburse- 
ments of about $3,500. 


It has been whispered in this bailiwick 
that the strawboard manufacturers from 
various cities met at Cleveland the other 
day and formed a combination to control 
the product of the country. Judging from 
the few cities represented it would seem 
that there is no overwhelming evidence 
to prove this. They may have tried to 
effect a combine, but the impression pre- 
vails that they merely agreed upon prices. 
There will be no immediate change if re- 
ports are to be relied upon. 

The sale of two large tracts of land in 
Madison Township, Butler County, has been 
approved by the courtin the matter of the 
estate of the late paper maker, William 
Beckett. The proceeds amount to $4,469.97. 


As usual in important public investiga- 
tion of this country’s commercial interest, 
the Miami Valley will receive its share of 
attention, and the paper-mill industries 
will not be slighted. 

Representatives of the South American 
countries who will visit the United States 
shortly will be entertained in Dayton and 
the valley, and Holyoke will not be the only 
paper-producing section favored. Prepa- 
rations for this visit have been in progress 
for some time. 

The difficulties of the Cleveland Paper 
Company, and the Taylorsin particular, are 


greatly deplored by tradesmen in this sec- 
tion, who have been intimately associated 
with the firm for years. Mr. Taylor is a 
thoroughly representative manufacturer 
who has experienced thé bitter with the 
sweet. 

According to the announcement of As- 
signee Horr the interests of the creditors 
will be subserved to the greatest possible 
extent, without favor in a sitigle direction. 
The plant is a valuable one. 

A manufacturers’ association at Piqua 
holds regular meetings and transacts no 
little important business of vital local inter- 
est. Colonel Orr, the strawboard man, is a 
prominent and leading member, and con- 
tributes not only advice but practical sup- 
port. 


Writing paper men in this part of the 
paper world are really wondering whether 
they are to be included in the attempted 
agreement upon a suspension of operations 
for certain periods during depressed times. 
The sentiment of all writing men cannot 
be stated at this time, as it requires no little 
inquiry on the part of some of those who 
are strongly urging the closing-up plan. 
Curtail production and keep the mills run- 
ning—that’s the proper and profitable thing 
to do. 

The Pelee Club left this week for Middle 
Bass, Lake Erie, for a fortnight of sport 
and recreation. In the club are several 
well-known paper trade men. E. B. Weston 
is probably the expert angler in the crowd; 
at least he has the reputation of telling the 
biggest yarns, and that’s the way ability 
with the rod and hook is gauged these days. 
Two years ago the Pelee Club became 
famous over night by suffering arrest at 
the hands of the Canadian officials, who 
seized thém for intruding upon British ter- 
ritory. The difficulty proved of interna- 
tional importance and was the subject of 
press comment for months. The club men 
were captured by the patrol boat Petrel, 
which was engaged in running down of- 
fenders against Great Britain. While in 
Owen Sound, Canada, last summer the 
writer was shown through this staunch pa- 
trol steamer and was filled with enough 
reminiscences of the capture of the Dayton 
party to fill a volume of short stories at the 
expense of ‘‘the boys.” Judging from the 


size of those navy revolvers and the formid 
able appearance of the cannon the Pelee 
Club is not to be censured for submitting

FOX RIVER VALLEY. 
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APPLETON, Wis,, May 18, 1897. 

While the mills are still running at full ca- 
pacity, and some of them are even pressed to 
get business out of the way, manufacturers 
generally, especially those making staple 
goods, say that the volume of mail orders 
has fallen off quite a little during the past 
week or ten days. This and other indica- 
tions seem to them to portend that the 
rushing times of the recent past are to be 
succeeded by a little more quietness. Most 
of them admit that they are looking for a 
very dull summer. In truth the prospect 
does not seem very bright. Prices are 
aown to a point which allows practically 
only the largest producers to make any 
money, and there is no immediate outlook 
for anything better. 

The lack of any considerable amount of 
rain during the past two weeks has had its 
effect upon the level of Lake Winnebago, 
and the water is now but a few inches 
above the crest of the Menashadam. It is 
probable that before very long there will be 
some restriction made in the amount of 
water drawn for power. The restriction 
will make very little difference to the mills, 
as more water is now being taken than is 
really needed. 

Forest fires are already reported to hove 
started in some portions of the northern 
part of the State. No manufacturing com- 
munities, however, are in any danger. 

The Menominee River Boom Company 
held a meeting last week to consider the 
matter of the electrical transmission of 
power from Chappie Rapids to the cities of 
Marinette and Menominee. The Marinette 
and Menominee Paper Company wants 
1,000 horse power. The trolley lines want 
power and several manufacturing enter- 
prises also. According to its charter the 
Boom Company could not of itself engage 
in the enterprise. But it can build the dam, 
provided other parties do the rest.

There is a story going the rounds of 
an exciting time which five of the log driv- 
ers employed by the High Falls Pulp and 
Mining pany had in running logs from 
Chateaugay Lake to the company’s mill. 
It is said that the men had a very narrow 
escape from death. They had their drive 
down the river as far as the ‘‘ Pork Bar- 
rel,” where a jam occurred. In endeavor- 
ing to start the logs the whole body of them 
became loosened and away they went, men 
and logs together. The men only escaped 
by swimming to places of safety. These 
men encounter many such experiences and 
they did not consider this one as espe- 
cially exciting. The drive was completed 
last week and an immense stock is now on 
hand at the mill. 

The repair shops are suffering now, as 
the paper and pulp manufacturer is doing 
all the repairs necessary within his own 
precincts. The mills were put in good 
shape last fall and there is not much out- 
look for the repair mechanic this coming 
year. 

The Governor has signed a bill of inter- 
est in this section.

HOLYOKE. 
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HOLYOKE, Mass., May 0, 1897. 

It looks as if a strong opposition to the 
proposed shutdown of the fine mills is 
being developed, and the prospect is that 
there will be no general shutdown of four 
weeks as was proposed. 

The statement in last week’s JouRNAL 
that the mills having plenty of orders on 
hand object to the shutdown puts it just 
right. 

There surely are twosidesto this question 
as matters stand to-day. No one denies 
the statement that a reduction of the prod- 
uct forthe entire fine writing wing of the 
trade would be of great benefit, and if the 
mills were all in the same boat as regards 
orders there would be no difficulty in gain- 
ing the consent of all hands to close the 
mills for a few weeks during the summer. 

The condition, however, is not the same 
in all quarters. Some manufacturers are 
better off in the way of orders than others, 
and these men do not care to close their 
mills with orders on their hooks, with per- 
haps a prospect of getting more when the 
present supply is exhausted. There is paper 
enough stored in some mill yards to last 
for a while at least, and these mill owners 
would benefit from a shutdown. 

“The present week has not been marked 
by any important change in the trade con- 
ditions. The current of business is gliding 
along in about the same channel as it has 
in days gone by, and the surface remains 
calm and unruffled. The volume does not 
increase any worth mentioning and every- 
body seems to be waiting for something to 
turnup. Prices have not changed. 

That visit of the Pan-Americans to this 
city looks mighty uncertain at this stage 
of the game, and I would not be at all sur- 
prised if these distinguished visitors did 
not see the city of the big dam on this 
junket. 

The aldermanic committee started out to 
secure our half of the $1,000 said to be nec- 
essary to entertain the visitors here and in 
Springfield. The honorable canvassers 
succeeded in raising just $300, and they 
could not get another dollar. The manu- 
facturers did not seem to take very much 
interest in the plan, although if anybody 
benefited from the visit they would be the 
ones, so the committee was finally obliged 
to report to the Springfield end that the 
Holyoke share of the money would not be 
forthcoming, and thus the matter stands at 
present. 

Some people are always asking awkward 
questions at such a time, and the present 
occasion is noexception. The question has 
been asked frequently of late why it should 
cost so much to entertain these gentlemen 
here. They were to spend a few hours only 
in this city, Springfield as usual getting 
the best end of it, and perhaps the manu- 
facturers were a trifle doubtful as to the 
wisdom of paying so much for such a small 
share of the fun. 

The expected happened as regards the 
Albion Paper Company when Frederick 
Harris was elected president of the com- 
pany to succeed James H. Newton, who 
declined a re-election. Mr. Harris is presi- 
dentof the Third National Bank of Spring- 


field. While he has very little knowledge 
of the paper business he is a thorough 
financier, and isa good man to have at the 
head of such a corporation. 

The Shannon Manufacturing Company 
has just made this corporation return :

CHICAGO. 
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CHICAGO, May 19, 1897, 

To say that business among the paper 
houses is active would be stretching the 
truth more than would accord with good 
judgment or Christian precepts. It can, 
however, be truthfully said to be fair. It 
may not be quite as good as it was last 
month, yet there is a goodly amount of 
business being done by the principal 
houses. As compared with last year at 
this time there is not much difference, ex- 
cept in collections, which are better. This 
augurs well for the coming of better times. 
If Congress would only wake up and give 
the country something tangible to build on, 
it would not be long till a radical change 
would be effected Less talk and more ac- 
tion would redound to the credit of our na- 
tional legislators, and smooth the way for 
countless thousands. 

A move is on foot to bring together the 
big manufacturers of wooden butter dishes, 
witha view to advancing prices. At the 
present rate of 50 cents a thousand there 
is no money in the business, and the sooner 
they cease to sell at this price the better, 
according to their statement. They are 
tired of doing business merely for the sake 
of keeping their machinery in active opera- 
tion, without gettipg anything to pay for 
wear and tear, tosay nothing of interest on 
the capitalinvested. There aresome twenty- 
five or thirty concerns making these wooden 
butter dishes, though the bulk of the manu- 
facture is controlled by five or six fac- 
tories. 

The largest of them are in the West. The 
East has two large factories in this indus- 
try, while the others of ** magnificent pro- 
portions" are inthe West. The magnitude 
of this industry can best be realized when 
it is understood that these factories turn 
out daily not fewer than 25,000,000 of these 
dishes. The capacity of one Western con- 
cern is about 450,000 in ten hours. It is 
said that 65 cents a thousand will pay a fair 
profit. 

The committee appointed by the cred- 
itors of the Illinois Paper Company has re- 
ported in favor of accepting the proposition 
of 60 cents on the dollar in nine monthly 
instalments, with interest and without 
security. On the strength of this report 
all of the creditors, with one exception, 
have signed to accept. The recalcitrant one 
will doubtless join the list in a short 
time, as this seems the best thing to 
do under the circumstances. The com- 
mittee found that the company had been 
making money ever since it passed into the 
hands of the receiver, and this, together 
with the assurance manifested by Mr. 
Wright, the principal stockholder and man- 
ager, led them to the conclusion that pay- 
ments would be promptly met according to 
the tenor ofthe bond. That the committee 
acted wisely 1s generally admitted by the 
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trade, with which Mr. Wright is held in 
high esteem. They all wish him success in 
extricating himself from his present un- 
fortunate difficulty. 

The rotund form of Colonel Wing, of 
the Diem & Wing Paper Company, of Cin- 
cinnati, has been seen inthis city this week. 
The colonel comes to Chicago about once a 
month in order to get rid of that *‘ tired 
feeling” so characteristic of home sur- 


roundings. He knows how to appreciate a 
live city. 
George H Taylor has gone to Pass 


Christian, Miss., where he hopes to regain 
some of his wonted health and strength. 
Ever since his failure, last August, Mr. 
Taylor has been suffering from nervous 
prostration until now he is reported to be 
only a wreck of his former self, having lost 
60 pounds in weight. 

Frank Butler, vice-president of the J. W. 
Butler Paper Company, and son of J. W., 
is down East on a tour of inspection among 
the paper mills. He will be away till June 1. 
W. O. Tyler, of the American Paper Com- 
pany, is taking in the paper mills in the 
Miami Valley, Ohio. It is not yet definitely 
settled what will be the outcome of his 
tour, though rumor connects him with hav- 
ing an eye to business, if not an outright 
purchase. 

So far as heard from, there has not been 
a dissenting voice among the creditors of 
the M. J. Fitch Paper Company to accept- 
ing settlement on a cash basis of 50 cents 
on the dollar; and it is not likely that 
there will be any. They are in luck to get 
that much. 

James Hill. secretary of the Wabash 
(Ind.) Paper Company, who has recently 
returned from a visit tothe mill, reports the 
entire machinery in active operation—run- 
ning up to full capacity—though prices are 
at such low ebb that there is no money in the 
paper business. The product of the mill is 
disposed of as soon as itis made. To make 
both ends meet is about all that is being 
done at present, and it requires some sharp 
financiering to accomplish even this. There 
is no likelihood of any change for the bet- 
ter so long as the present clashing con- 
tinues. 

Bradner Smith & Co. have the honor of 
being the second oldest paper house in this 
city, having begun business in the fifties. 
One remarkable thing about this house is 
the number of employees who have been 
in its service for many years. No other 
house in Chicago, if in this country, can 
show such a record. T. F. Rice, who has 
been the manager for twenty years or more, 
has thirty-two years to his credit, having 
grown up with the house from a boy. Age 
shows itself in his iron-gray locks, though he 
gives evidence of being good for active 
service for many years yet. George B. 
Arnold, the assistant manager, has been 
with the house twenty-two years, begin- 
ning when in his teens. The following 
named salesmen are credited with: J. L. 
Gregory, twenty-five years; J. E. Thorn- 
dike, twenty-one years; D. J. Carroll, 
eighteen years; Henry Schneideman, 
fourteen years; J. E. Duduit, fourteen 
years; Harry B. Noyes, sixteen years;

Now, there were also several other very 
prominent gentlemen of the trade in town 
this week, but they were ‘‘incog” and 
not wishing to be in the public eye, betook 
themselves to the seclusion of the Back Bay 
section, and so their names are omitted, 
although I have them “ on the list.” 


As a matter of record, should anybody 
be keeping tab on the exports from Boston, 
it may be proper to give the value of the 
exports of paper and books from this port 
for last week to May 7, which were : Books, 
$6,680,and paper, $11,267. For the follow- 
ing week to May 14 the exports were as 


follows: Books valued at $1,051, paper 
valued at $5,166. 
And now for my “findings” in Law- 


rence, where, after a day's tour among 
the paper mills and machine shops, I write 
these lines. Business in Lawrence is not 
** booming” at present by any means. The 
only excitement here is furnished by 
Buffalo Bill’s Wild West Show, and I think 
from the noise and laughter in the next 
toom of this hotel that the female mem- 
bers of that troupe are rehearsing their 
gymnastic feats. As I just previously 
stated—and there goes another ground 
tumble in that room—business is very 
quiet in this town at present. 

The paper mills are only running part 
time, troubles from dirty water forcing a 
few of the mills to shut down all this week, 
but this idle time is being utilized for the 
making of repairs. While down, however, 
orders have accumulated sufficiently to 
give the mills a good start next week. 
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The J. H. Horne & Sons Company are 
running full time, but with a reduced force. 
Recent shipments and shipments just 
ready have kept the shops busy for some 
weeks just past, but the outlook for the 
summer is not at present encouraging. 

The company is just finishing up some 
changes in one of the Niagara Falls 
Paper Company's machines—a 188-inch 
machine. Its 50-inch wire is replaced by 
a wire 60 inches, six additional dryers are 
being added, making twenty-five dryers, 
improvements which will increase the 
daily product from 25 to 30 tons. It was 
only a short time ago that the J. H, Horne 
& Sons Company built two 120-inch paper 
machines for that company. Standing on 
the platform to-day for shipment is a 
1,400-pound ‘‘ Horne” patent engine for 
the Eastern Manufacturing Company, at 
South Brewer, Me. Two others are now 
being built for the Rumford Falls Paper 
Company, which are to be shipped June 
1, making ten of the ‘‘ Horne” patent 
engines which that company will have in 
operation. Two others are ordered by the 
Glen Manufacturing Company, of Berlin 
Falls, N. H. Six ‘‘ Horne” engines were 
set upin the mills of the Otis Falls Pulp 
Company last week, making ten for that 
company. Two ‘‘ Horne” Jordans are be- 
ing fitted up for the Glen Falls Paper Mill 
Company, which will be shipped this week. 
The company has just completed a 90-inch 
‘*Horne” friction cutter for a paper mill 
in Japan, which will be shipped Saturday. 

A visit was made to the shopsof the 
Emerson Manufacturing Company and 
some facts were gathered concerning busi- 
ness there, but the closing of the mail for 
New York within a half hour prevents me 
from reporting what I found. SoI must 
close these lines and hasten to the post 
office.

THe German wood pulp manufac- 
turers some time ago took steps to 
stimulate investigation into the causes 
of decay in moist wood pulp, with a 
view of finding a remedy for the trou- 
ble.

There 
is printed on the first page of this issue 
a portion of a lecture by Dr. Klemm, 
who has been carrying on orig- 
inal work in the line indicated. 
His statements are of decided 
interest, and as he holds firmly 
in view the fact that the remedy, 
whatever it may be, must of course be 
such as can be used in practical work, 
they may be of much substantial bene- 
fit to the pulp manufacturer. The de- 
generation of moist pulp is one of the 
annoyances and difficulties with which 
the pulp maker is constantly con- 
fronted, and it is to be hoped that the 
work of the German association will 
work good not only to manufacturers 
in that country, but elsewhere. It will 
repay all interested to follow closely 
Dr. Klemm’s story.

ticket scalpers will be enabled to dis- 
pose of the tickets on hand before the 
law goes into effect. The law provides 
that no one except an authorized agent 
shall sell or offer for sale passage 
tickets on vessels or railroads. Unused 
tickets or portions thereof shall be re- 
deemed at their face value by the cor- 
poration issuing them, if presented by 
the holder within thirty days after 
the date of purchase. Such redemp- 
tion may be applied for at the gen- 
eral office of the corporation or at 
the office where the ticket was sold, or 
at the office at the point to which the 
ticket has been used. If a ticket, 
wholly unused, is presented at the 
office where sold, itshall be redeemed 
immediately. A ticket partly used, 
presented to an agent, shall be trans- 
mitted by him to the general offfce, 
with the name of the person from 
whom received, and the redemption 
will be made from the _ general 
office, presumably by mail. Mileage 
books shall be redeemed in the same 
manner within thirty days after the 
expiration thereof. There has beena 
wide difference of opinion as to the 
merits of the measure, and only the 
actual working of the law will demon- 
strate whether it is foror against pub- 
lic interest.

Fire at Niagara Falls. 


[BY TELEGRAPH TO THE JOURNAL.] 





NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., May 21, 1897. 

Fire broke out at four o'clock this after- 
noon in machine room No, 1 of the Niagara 
Falls Paper Company. ‘The trained de- 
partment of the mill was at work in a few 
moments. It is thought the fire caught 
from a hot box on one of the machines and 
communicated to the roof at one end of 
the room. The city fire- department re- 
sponded, and inside of half’ an hour the 
flames were extinguished. They were con- 
fined to this machine room,in which weretwo 
120-inch Fourdriniers. How much damage 
has been done to the machines cannot be 
ascertained at this writing, but it is thought 
to be small. The splendid work of the mill 
firemen is accountable for the brief life of 
the fire and the small damage. The other

There has been rendered a decision in 
the Skaneateles water-right litigation af- 
fecting the cases of the Lakeside Paper 
Company, F. G. Weeks, Hard Lot Paper 
Company and S. D. Paddock. 

The decision in the present case is upon 
the right of the Lakeside Paper Company 
on Skaneateles outlet and, others, to recover 
from the State damages for the shutting off 
of water back in 1892, the exact time being 
a period of seventy-eight days, commenc- 
ing February 1 of that year. This act of shut- 
ting off the water at that time was entirely 
independent of the city of Syracuse and was 
considerably before the time when the city 
commenced the reconstruction of the dam. 
The claim of the property owners was for 
something like $200,000, and that claim was 
heard by tho State Court of Claims. The 
finding of this body was against the claim- 
ants, the Court of Claims holding that the 
State was the owner of the waters of 
Skaneateles Lake and outlet and had a 
right to shut off the water. From this 
ruling the property owners appealed to the 
appellate court, which tribunal reversed 
the decision of the Court of Claims. 

The reversal was secured by reason of 
the position taken by theappellate court, to 
the effect that the State was not the abso- 
lute owner of the waters in Skaneateles 
Lake and the outlet. and that, therefore, 
the property owners damaged by reason of 
being deprived of the water were entitled 
to recover. 

Attorney-General Hancock, in behalf 
of the State, then made an application 
to the Third Appellate Division of the 
Court of Appeals, and also to resettle 
the order so that it would practically 
affirm the board of claims on the facts 
and reverse it on the law. Attorney- 
General Hancock maintained that the 
rights of the State to the use of the water 
in the lake and outlet were absolute. He 
referred to the action of the State in supply- 
ing water from the lake for use in the Erie 
Canal. He argued that the water from the 
lake and outlet had been appropriated by

Accidents. 





William Barks, an employee of the Friend 
Paper and Tablet Company, of West Car- 


rollton, Ohio, fell through an elevator shaft 


a distance of 16 feet one day the past week, 
and sustained injuries which resulted in 
his death a few hours later. At the time of 
the accident Mr. Barks was engaged in con- 
veying boxes of pulp from the basement of 
the building to the second floor by means 
of the elevator. He had emptied the car- 
riage, and unaware of the fact that the 
elevator had been lowered stepped into the 
shaft, and was precipitated to the bottom. 
He was picked up in an unconscious con- 
dition and medical aid summoned, but the 
physicians were unable to resuscitate him. 
The injured man was taken to his home, 
where he died shortly thereafter. The 
coroner did not conduct an autopsy, but is 
certain that a fracture of the skull at the 
base of the brain was sustained. The de- 
ceased was fifty years of age and leaves a 
wife and eight children, the youngest 
scarely five months old. He had been in 
the employ of the company five years, and 
was a well-respected citizen of West Car- 
rollton. 


Five of the log drivers employed by the 
High Falls Sulphite Pulp and Mining Com- 
pany, Potsdam, N. Y., in running logs 
from Chateaugay Lake to the company’s 
mill had.a narrow escape from death re- 
cently. They had their * drive” down the 
river asfar as the ‘“‘ Pork Barrel” when a 
jam occurred, and endeavoring to start it 
the whole body of logs became loosened and 
started, the drivers only escaping by swim- 
ming to places of safety. The drive was 
completed that day and an immense stock 
is now at the mill. 


George Lyons, an employee of the Glens 
Falls Paper Mill Company, Glens Falls, 
N. Y., met with a painful accident recently. 
Lyons was engaged in removing a piece of 
felt from one of the machines, during 
which he was forced against the cylinder, 
receiving a cut on the chin and other 
bruises about the face. One of his legs 
was also bruised. 


A laborer named Patrick Cummings, 
forty-five years of age, was found dead in 
one of the drainage vats in the mill of the 
Hudson River Pulp and Paper Company, 
Palmer's Falls, N. Y. He had evidently 
been cleaning out the drain when a mass of 
pulp fell upon him. His neck and one leg 
were broken. It is supposed that he dug 
too far under the vat of pulp and it caved 
in. The body was dug out. 


M. S. Scoville, while working at the mill 
of the Hudson River Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, Palmer's Falls, N. Y., met with a 
bad accident recently. While at work in 


one of the digesters a piece of steel flying 
from a point struck Mr. Scoville in the left 
arm, cutting a large blood vessel. 

At Taleville, N. Y., as a car used in car- 
rying pulp was being hoisted at the Inter- 
national Pulp Company’s mill, it left the 
track and Will O'Neill, who was aboard, 
was thrown out and one of his legs broken 
twice above the knee. 


Market Review. 
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THE MONEY MARKET.—The stock 
market was characterized by a violent de- 
cline in the anthracite coal stocks, led by 
Jersey Central. The close was unsettled 
and feverish. Call loans on stock col- 
lateral were inactive and easy at 1% @1% 
per cent. Current rates for time loans on 
collateral, subject to call for additional 
margin, are as follows: Two per cent. 
for thirty days, 24% per cent. for sixty days, 
8 for ninety days to four months, 3% for 
fiveto seven months, 4 for eight to nine 
months. These rates are wholly on col- 
lateral and do not apply to mercantile pa- 
per. Commercial paper came out moderate- 
ly, and 8% per cent. was a minimum rate 
for prime indorsed bills, with business at 
as high as 4 per cent., with best single 
names at 3i/@4and other paper less well 
known at 4%@54. The business done 
was smaller than earlier in the week. Banks 
yesterday reported that they were receiving 
more inquiries from the South respecting 
loans to banks which have been discounting 
for cotton planters. This they regarded 
as a favorable sign, and possibly as the 
forerunner of a more active general de- 
mand for money from the interior. Foreign 
exchange was inactive and steady in tone. 
Posted rates were $4.87 for sixty days and 
$4.88 for sight. Actual rates were $4.86 
@4.86% for sixty days and $4.87 @4.874 
for sight. . 

THE PAPER TRADE.—Business con- 
tinues at alow ebb in the paper industry. 
The proposed shutdown of the Holyoke 
mills has will probably fall through for lack 
of concert. Much interest is being aroused 
among the News manufacturers as to who 
will get the annual contract which one of 
the big New York dailies is about to place. 
The makers of Book and Manilla are fairly 
busy. 

JUTE BUTTS.—The market was dull 
and featureless. Prices do not change. 

WOOD PULP.—Ground Wood was in 
fair call. The price quoted is $12 to $15 f. 
o. b. at the pulp mill. 


WOOD FIBRE.—Foreign Sulphites and 
Soda Fibres continue high priced. There 
was considerable inquiry. We quote: For- 
eign Sulphite, Bleached.

Foreign 
Soda Fibre, Bleached, is quoted at 3c.; Un- 
bleached, No. 1, 2.10c.; No. 2, 2c. Domestic 
Sulphite, Unbleached, is quoted at 14,@2c. 
Domestic Soda, Bleached, 14%@2c. There 
were 105 tons of chemical fibre imported 
at the port of New York this week, being 
60 tons from Antwerp, 25tons from Chris- 
tiania and 20 tons from Hull.

put on the market in the spring of 1888, fitted to use stone 48 
inches diameter, 26 inches thick, to grind wood 24 inches long, 
having two pockets, one on each side of the stone, placed as low 
under the stone as practicable, and designed to use from 100 to 
125 horse power. This arrangement of the pockets causes the stone to 
be partiall lifted off its bearings when the feed pressure is applied. 
thereby reducing the loss of power by friction about 8 horse, whereas 
kets placed on top of the stone in the usual way increase the fric- 
tion from 4 to 6 horse power each, as shown by actual tests. Of these 
machines about 200 were sold, most of which are in use to-day, and have 
never been excelled in quantity or quality of pulp made, in proportion 
to the power used. The same machine was also made to use stone 18 
inches thick, to grind wood 16 inches long. A third pocket placed on 
top of the stone was afterward added, so that the machine could be 
used as a regular three-pocket machine, all parts being made heavier and 
stronger and adapted to use 250 horse power, thus increasing the capaci- 
ty of the machine ; the hydraulic cylinders 
being at the same time made larger. Next, 
an adaptation of pipes and valves was added, 
so arranged that the three pockets might 
be used independently, as is usually done 
on a three-pocket machine; or, by closing a 
valve, the lower horizontal pockets could be 
used as a two-pocket machine and the top 
ket used as a regulator of speed, the 
valves and pipes being so constructed that 
whenever the feed pressure was thrown off 
from either horizontal pocket the same 
pressure was turned into the cylinder of the 
top pocket, thus bringing the top pocket 
into action during the time the horizontal 
pocket was backed off to be filled, and when 
the pressure was again turned on to the 
horizontal pocket it was cut off from the 
top pocket; the arrangement being such 
that when the feed pressure was transferred 
from one pocket to another the second 
ocket was always brought into action be- 
ore the first ee was released, thus in- 
suring that two pockets should always be at 
work, a feature possessed by no other pulp 
grinder. The machine has been modified 
and improved from time to time, during the 
past nine years, fourteen times, developing 
in 1896 into a machine as shown in the cut 
below, retaining all the desirable features 
and remedying every known defect.

EASTERN STATES. 

No. 1 paper mill, of the Winnipiseogee 
Paper Company, Franklin, N. H., which 
has been shut down for two weeks, has 
started again. 

A large quantity of pulp wood remains at 
the Bingham, Me., station of the Somerset 
railway which was not shipped when the 
suspension of operations at Carratunk Falls 
came. The amount is not far from 1,800 
cords, or 180 carloads. This 1,800 cords 
is mostly owned by Henry Washburn and 
A. F. Donigan, Bingham, and Mr. Adams, 
Mayfield ; 3,000 cords of wood had been 
railed from Bingham to the mill before sus- 
pension of grinding. The price of wood at 
the station is $4.50 per cord, therefore in 
this one item $8,000 are locked up for the 
time being, awaiting the starting of the 
mill at Solon, or sale to other purchasers. 

Reports from Gorham, N. H., say that 
the pulp wood drives are now safe and that 
the rear drives, made up of lumber cut 
back among the mountains are coming for- 
ward rapidly. There is a decided hope 
that the annual drives will be secured this 
season without having the lumber taken 
completely away, or sent wandering over 
the meadows to be recovered if at all only 
at great cost. The Androscoggin River is 
very low for this season of the year, but 
fairly all right for river driving, and the 
drivers are doing their best. Some of the 
smaller drives, mostly made up of pulp 
wood, have already been secured. If rain 
enough falls to keep the river up to its 
present point the drives will be secured all 
right. 

Preparations are being made for starting 
the paper mill of the Eastern Manufactur- 
ing Company, South Brewer, Me., which 
was shut down last winter. 

Business is rushing at the Bowdoin 
Paper Company’s mills, Brunswick, Me., 
Its mills at Lisbon Falls and Pejepscot, 
(which are practically under one manage- 
ment) are also hustling. The Pejepscot 
Paper Company is working at its full 
capacity and is shipping large amounts of 
wet pulp to various points in New Eng- 
land. 

The annual meetings of the Turner's Falls 
Paper Company, the Montague Paper Com- 
pany and the Keith Paper Company were 
held May 19, at Turner's Falls, Mass. The 
stockholders of these companies are made 
up so largely of the same individuals that 
the custom has been adopted of holding the 
meetings on the same day and after the 
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having a dinner. This plan 
was followed this year and the dinner was 
was served at the Farren House. The 
meeting of the Turner's Falls Paper Com- 
pany was held May 20 and a dinner was 
also served to the stockholders at the Far- 
ren House. 

Patrick O'Brien is busy at the Mt. Tom 
Sulphite Pulp Company's mills, Mt. Tom, 
Mass., where he has done considerable 
work in the past seasons. He is building 
an additional boiler house, 22 x 54 feet, and 
will set two large boilers. This increases 
its steam battery to nine. A 500 horse 
power engine isin prospect. The boilers 
are from the Coughlan shop in Holyoke. 

It is reported on good authority that 
Harvey C. Munson, formerly secretary of 
the National Folding Box and Paper Com- 
pany, New Haven, Conn., but who recent- 
ly retired from that company, is going to 
establish a box manufactory in that city. 
The report said that the building formerly 
occupied as a brewery at the corner of 
Chapel and East streets had been secured 
for that purpose. Mr. Munson will neither 
affirm nor deny the report. 

The Uncas Paper Company, Thames- 
ville, Conn., is erecting a new brick chim- 
ney and making an addition to its boiler 
room to accommodate two new boilers, 
which will be put in place shortly. The 
company is having a steady run of busi- 
ness. 

The Farrel Foundry and Machine Com- 
pany, Ansonia, Conn., has just shipped a 
stack of calenders for the new big machine 
of the Rumford Falls Paper Company. 
Rumford Falls, Me. The work involved in 
making this stack can be realized when it is 
stated that complete it weighs 125,000 
pounds, while the average time required to 
make each intermediate roll was notless than 
fifty days. The stack is 20feet high and con- 
tains twelve rolls, each of them 156 inches 
long. The top roll is 18 inches, the bottom 
roll is 28 inches, another roll is 18 inches, 
while the nine intermediate rolls are each 
12 inches in diameter. The bottom roll is 
housed its entire length. While these are 
the largest rolls made for a paper machine, 
the Farrel Company has made chilled rolls, 
80 by 156 inches, to be used for other pur- 
poses.

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Publishing Company Enjoined. 


C. S. Jelly, acting x for tl the American Book 
Company, recently filed papers in the Dis- 
trict Court of Minneapolis, Minn., asking 
that the Kingdom Publishing Company 
be permanently enjoined from printing 
and circulating Gates’s attack on the for- 
mer company. A temporary injunction 
was granted by Judge Elliott. Reasons 
cited were because the defendant, the 
Kingdom Publishing Company, ‘‘ with the 
purpose and intention of injuring the credit 
and business standing of the plaintiff, mali- 
ciously published and distributed through- 
out the State of Minnesota and in various 
other States a certain false, scandalous 
and libellous publication,” written by Pres- 
ident Gates. 

And further because the defendant had 
already disposed of about 2,000 copies of 
said publication, ‘‘to the great and irrep- 
arable damage and injury of plaintiff,” 
and ‘‘is now threatening the issuance 
of another edition, which will still further 
damage the good name, standing and 
credit of the plaintiff.” 

And still further because the plaintiff 
was “ informed and believes” that the de- 
fendant has no personal or real property 
which could be levied upon and sold upon 
execution, and that a judgment in damages 
against the defendant would be worthless 
and uncollectible. 

President Gates’s pamphlet appeared 
last month, and the wide publicity given to 
its pages by a lengthy review in a Western 
paper attracted great attention to the 
nature of its contents. It was virtually an 
attack on the American Book Company. 
No further comment was made on the 
work by the daily press, but the Aingdom, 
the paper of President Gates, contained an 
announcement the last of April that there 
had been such a demand for the book that 
asecond edition had been letermined on 
and put on the press. The American Book 
Company then took steps to stop the 
further sale and distribution of the work. 

In the list of eight reasons cited by the 
complaint as grounds for the issuance of an 
injunction, the business appellation, etc., of 
both parties was first stated, then the alle- 

gation of the plaintiff's good name followed 


by the charge of maliciously wetitiahing 
and uttering a libellous and false informa- 
tion was made against the defendant ; the 
purpose of a second edition by the same 
party, and then the complaint referred to 
the damage the complainant experienced 
from comments in the Azzgdom and ex- 
tracts from the book of President Gates. 
Finally, irreparable wrong and damage 
were charged up against the second edi- 
tion as results to follow its appearance, 
and the plaintiff delivered himself of this 
last statement, requesting an injunction be- 
cause the offending party is ‘‘ irresponsible 
in credit and in name.” The complaint 
was accompanied by a supporting affidavit 
from JamesC. Dockerill and by a copy of 
the temporary restraining order, signed by 
the judge, requiring the defendant to ap- 
pear before the court May 15, and show 
cause why he should not be enjoined. 

The case was argued on the 15th inst., 
and the motions were taken under advise- 
ment by the judge, who granted a stay of 
three days after the determination of the 
suit for an appeal to the Supreme Court. 
Meanwhile the restraining order remains

Wall- Paper Designing. 





‘* The day for smattering in any kind of 
art work is over; only well-grounded knowl- 
edge and thorough training are effective; 
the demand fora higher grade of excellence 
having steadily advanced, all superficial 
effort is barred out of the market.” This 
is the gist of opinion as set forth by the 
manufacturer, the designer—both prac- 
ticed and aspiring—and the connoisseur, 
who has arrived at just conclusions from 
long acquaintance with both sides of the 
question. ‘I get all out of patience with 
schools that try to teach girls how to de- 
sign without first teaching them to 
draw,” said the artist in charge of 
the designing department in a wall-paper 
factory. He had just boughta design from 
a young woman, had it putinto a stout 
wooden box, and shut the lid as though he 
did not mean soon to lift it. ‘‘ That is the 
fourth student I have seen to-day who was 
trying tosell designs. Every day from No- 
vember until the end of May I go through 
the sameexperience. Where one design 
offered is worth having, ninety-nine are 
mere variationsof older styles, and the work 
so poorthat but for the coloring it would 
not pass at all. Out of 400 designs sub- 
mitted I buy maybe ten, and eight out of 
that ten I buy simply because they are so 
much like the designs we are using in the 
factory that it is worth our while not to let 
other manufacturers get hold of them. 
The design I have just put in that box is 
one of that kind. It is almost a facsimile, 
except in the shading, of a paper we have 
just had set up. I don't want any other 
factory to get it. I have ninety eight de- 
signs shut up in that box that are bought 
from that dog-in-the-manger motive. 

** Now, here,” he continued, ‘‘ is a good 
design. This isdone by a hundredth ama- 
teur in Cincinnati,” and he held to viewa 
square of mounted paper. The design was 
conventionally unconventional, and was 
distinctive. The large flowers and blade- 
like leaves were perfect and artistic, but 
they were interwoven into a figure. The 
coloring was admirable. A woman's name 
was penciled on the margin. ‘‘ We may 
not use this, either,” said the manager, 
“but I told the firm that it was so good we 








ought toownit. I have two others from 
the same source, and have written the 
young woman that I shall send her designs 
to London; they will find sale there. 

‘*For a moderate degree of talent in de- 
signing there is a steady demand. The best 
firms, possibly four or five in the city, em- 
ploy individual designers. They pay them 
well and get good work in return. The fac- 
tories that cater to the average trade do not 
employ their own designers ; they rely on 
the designs which they can buy outside. 
Their demand, then, is the practical field 
for the design maker, and his, or her, artistic 
possibilities must necessarily be limited. 
They must draw well and design well, but 
they must understand their market. Girls 
come to New York with a strong bent for 
drawing, and possibly some crude talent, 
and start in to get a living out of their im- 
perfect knowledge. It is obvious that they 
must be disappointed. Those who have 
pluck and genuine talent get over their 
first enthusiasm and learn to take practi- 
calities into consideration; then they do bet- 
ter. Taking it all in all, men succeed better 
than women. They are generally trained 
regularly for what they undertake to do, 
and patience and technical knowledge are 
required as well as talent; practicality first 
of all; a special design for the special adap- 
tation. The width of loom is a distinct 
consideration, and the demand for certain 
kinds of paper. 

‘*Women haye not done much in designs 
for chintzes and carpets. Of course the 
chintz-printing would be as easy for them as 
the paper; a smooth surface, and only shown 
on one side; but the carpet weaving and 
the practical knowledge involved put a dif- 
ferent phase on the matter. The warp and 
the woof, as the threads interweave, the 
possibilities of the loom and its limitations 
give the designer in tapestry, silk, or carpet 
texture much more to take into considera- 
tion than he would have to consider for cot- 
ton fabrics.” 

‘* The country is full of so-called design- 
ers, and sometimes the question resolves 
itself not so much into a survival of the 
fittest as of the least unfit,” said a woman 
who is the best-known exponent of her art 
in New York. ‘‘I see so many girls go 
into the work in a half-hearted way that I 





am impelled to warn them frankly that 
they are wasting their time. Designing 
is not an art by itself. It includes a vast 


deal of general all-round knowledge 
and calls for as much special and 
creative work as is required of the 


legitimate painter. A successful designer 
must have personal feeling for composition 
and must understand the laws of harmony, 
and particularly in relation to literature and 
historical epoch and happening. What is 
needed is ‘style’ that is unhampered by 
precedent, originality that is not eccentric, 
and, above all, decoration which aims to 
beautify. There is no limit to the amount 
of thought and study involved in art 
designing. 

‘* For the first ten years after American 
designing was first introduced there was a 
good living to be made out of it by what 
might be termed mere amateur talent; I 
mean amateur in the sense of untrained. 
Within the last four or five years there has 
been a distinct advance in the grade of work 
demanded, and the dabblers and dilettantes 
have gone to the wall, because all over the 
country the average taste has come to be 
more cultivated. People will not put up now 
with what they once not only tolerated but 
really liked. The art schools have done 
this, and the standard of art in this country 
is growing to be recognized abroad. In the 
West—Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati— 
there are splendid art schools, and the pub- 
lic taste has been elevated distinctly by 
their influence. There is a higher tone in 
house decoration now, and people demand 
better, simpler and truer ideas in the way 
of furnishings and appointments.”—Zven-

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The Heintz Trap. 


Attention is directed.to a steam saving 
device, just introduced into the United 
States, that is claimed to possess excep- 
tional merit. The device in question is 
the Heintz trap, which, it appears, was 
developed as the result of some six or seven 
years’ investigation and experiment on the 
part of M. Heintz. The latter found early 
in the ‘‘70’s” that, by filling a tube of a 
certain shape with a liquid and applying 
heat he could develop an amount of ex- 





into this country, but the explanation seems 
to be that it has in some manner been con- 
fused with the ordinary diaphragm or metal 
expansion traps. It was not long before 
steam users were better informed as to the 
nature of the controlling mechanism, and 
some of our foremost engineers, recogniz- 
ing the scientific beauty of the device, 
were induced to install it on their work, 
but they were hardly prepared for the sin- 
gular results obtained. In one place an 
effective saving of 2 tons of coal per day 
was made, the total consumption, prior to 
the attachment of the Heintz, being only 
6 tons. In another the saving was 4 tons 
a day out of a total of 12 tons; in yet 
another there was a saving of 7 tons, but 
the gross consumption in this case had 
been 41. 

Many equally startling and gratifying 
instances of coal saved are given by the

or apparatus having the Heintz trap at- 
tached do more and better work than if no 
trap is used, as this is accomplished with a 
saving of fuel; at the same time it can be 
readily understood that the device is a 
necessity, especially in localities where the 
fuel account forms an important item of 
the running expense. 

As the Heintz steam saver has been fully 
described by a number of scientific and 
other journals, no extended notice of its 
pectliar construction is necessary here, 
but some reference to the accompanying 
cuts will be of interest. Figure 1 shows the 
trap ready to attach. In Fig. 2 the trap 
has the cover off for the purpose of show- 
ing the simplicity of the mechanism. The 
curved tube-spring holds the valve quies- 
cent until a temperature of 197° has been 
reached, and with every increase in tem- 
perature of one degree it moves the valve 
one-fifteenth of the space between itself and 
the valve seat, and each increase of one de- 
gree brings the valve an equal distance 


continuous stream of water is flowing from 
the trap at a temperature of about 210°. It 
will be readily seen that no steam is con- 
sumed by the trap, as is ordinarily the case, 
and when the condensation passes off all 
the practical value of the steam has been 
utilized.

It frequently happens that a mill man 
wants to weigh a sheet of paper when spe- 
cial scales are not at hand. In this case 
ordinary postal scales may be used, weigh- 
ing from one-half ounce to 8 ounces. They 
will do, but not as exactly as if graduated 
to sixteenths of an ounce. 

Suppose a sheet 48x60 is to be weighed, 
and its ream weight found. If 480-sheet 

ream weight is desired the formula will 
be: Weight of sheet — weight of ream, di- 
vided by number of sheets. If the single 
sheet weighs one-sixteenth of an ounce then 
the ream will weigh 480 + 16 — 30 pounds. 

This weighing is all right, for it happens 
to be an aliquot part of the ratio between 
weight of ream and graduations of 1 ounce 
on the scale, but supposing the paper had 
weighed 31 or 32 pounds per ream, then it 
could not have been weighed correctly on 
the postal scale without making a new 
poise. 

Most postal scales are only graduated to 
one-half ounce, and would not weigh close 
enough to be of any use in this manner. 
But the postal scale may be calibrated so 
asto weigh per ream as well as a special 
scale. Obtain a sheet of paper which 
weighs exactly 60 pounds to the ream. 
Place it on the scale, with poise at zero, and 
hang a piece of wire on the 16 division 
of the scale ; cut off from this wire until it 
exactly balances the paper, and you can 
weigh from 0 up to 64 pounds per ream, by 

taking each notch on the scale as 4 pounds, 
setting between notches for intermediate 
weights. A heavier wire poise may be 
made for sheets up to 128 pounds, reaching 
8 pounds to the graduation. 


divisions. 


‘*100” graduated line, 
a direct reading of the percentage of dry 
pulp, the water having been driven off by 
heat. 

The laboratory scale, mentioned above, 
can be easily adapted to use in percentage 
business. As it is graduated to one-six- 
teenth ounce, mark off a strip of tough 
paper one-half inch wide, and just long 
enough to reach from ‘‘0,” or zero, to 100 
graduations, or 64% ounces. Carefully di- 
vide this strip of paper into 100 equal di- 
visions, and mark them with india ink. 

Cut out the strip very carefully, marking 
the dimensions, 5, 10, 15, etc., and shellac 
the paper to the scale beam, being very 
particular to make the zero marks corre- 
spend. 

Having secured a good outfit of scales 
throughout the mill, spend a little time in 
keeping the scales in good working order. 
Like any other machinery weighing scales 
must be taken care of, or they will soon be- 
come useless for accurate weighing. 

Two of the worst evils a scale has to con- 
tend with are dirt and rust. Tip up the 
ordinary scale and see the dust and cob- 
webs around the knife edges and in the 
hangers. Mud-wasps often raise the mis- 
chief with scales by cementing the parts 
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together with the mud cells provided for 
their egg reception. 

The knife edges and bearing plates be- 
come inaccurate when made rough by rust, 
and ten minutes every month spent clean- 
ing and oiling these parts of the scales will 
effectually prevent any of this business. 

The writer once found a fine scale com- 
pletely demoralized by a rat’s nest which 
was built inside the hollow post. 

A story recently published in the Amerz- 
can Machinist told of a ‘‘ haunted scale” 
which would always weigh differently at 
night than inthe daytime. It was a large 
platform scale, arranged for trucks, and the 
mystery caused a good deal of discussion, 


until finally a man founda whole family of 
fowl—rooster, hens, and well grown chick- 
ens—roosting on the beam close to the rod 
which connected the lever with the weigh- 
ing mechanism above. 

It is needless to add more than that this 
trouble was perfectly cured by so simple a 
remedy as chicken soup /
